Multiple Chemical Sensitivity 


We, the undersigned citizens of Canada, draw the attention of the House to the 
following: 


THAT the Environmental Medicine Clinic at Halifax’s Victoria General Hospital is 
the first totally government funded clinic of its kind in Canada, sponsored by 
the government of Nova Scotia; 

THAT the Environmental Medicine Clinic runs on a part-time basis and witha 3 
1/2 year waiting list and therefore cannot meet the needs of hundreds of 
environmentally sensitive patients in Nova Scotia; 

THAT environmentally sensitive patients continue to experience skepticism and 
discrimination from physicians, insurance plans and in the workplace, regarding 
their illness; 

AND THAT the Department of Health and Welfare convened the “Environmental 
Sensitivities Workshop", held in Ottawa on May 24, 1990, with 57 invited 
experts, which made 20 recommendations concerning this health issue; 


We therefore call upon the Government of Canada to act now on the 
recommendations of this Workshop, by: 


1) Helping to fund the Environmental Medicine Clinic, and similar programs 
across Canada, 

2) Ending discrimination by Canada Pension Plan against persons disabled by 
Multiple Chemical Sensitivity, 

3) Funding research into Multiple Chemical Sensitivity, its prevalence and 
treatment methods, 

4) Mandating the National Department of Health and Welfare to sponsor a 
national conference, launching both medical and public education campaigns 
regarding environmental sensitivities.
